This is the rose 
that proved so distinctive that it inspired the name “ grandi- 
flora’ for these tall, bushy plants crowned with blooms of 
hybrid tea size and form, but with the tendency to grow in 
clusters rather than singly on a stem. The high-centered 
flowers are a lovely blend of soft carmine-rose and dawn-pink, 
set off by deep green, heavy-textured foliage that clothes the 
plant to the ground. Exceptionally vigorous and disease re- 
sistant, growing luxuriantly all season. The blooms are car- 
ried on Jong, almost thornless cutting stems. Fragrant and 
long lasting when cut, they are a joy to have in abundance. 
A beautiful plant to use as a landscape specimen.

SELECTING A LOCATION 


Roses grow best in full sun, but will give very satisfactory results if they 
receive no more than half a day of sunlight, particularly if they receive 
that half day during the morning hours. Choose your location so far as 
possible to avoid undue competition with shrub and tree roots. 


PREPARATION OF THE SOIL 


If your intentions were honorable but your nice, new rose bushes arrived 
before you could put them into effect, then you need a quick but good 
way to prepare the soil for planting before the bushes dry out. I’d sug- 
gest this as a good method: 

Dig a good sized hole, about 15 inches deep and 18 inches wide. If you 
are planting hybrid tea roses allow a minimum of 30 inches between 
plants; if you are making a hedge of floribundas, particularly the lower 
growing types, then dig a trench instead of individual holes and space 
the plants only a foot to 18 inches apart. 

In the bottom of the hole place a 6-inch layer of a fifty-fifty mixture of 
dairy manure and peat moss. If your soil is of a heavy clay type, I sug- 
gest that you mix one-third woods earth or high grade top soil to two- 
thirds of your own clay soil before returning it to the hole. In addition, 
I find it good practice and a long-term benefit to add one to two pounds of 
bone meal to this mixture of soil Do not use any commercial fertilizers 
at this stage. Bone meal will not injure the plants, but regular commercial 
fertilizers will burn them when used at planting time. Wait until the 
plant is well established (the Spring following planting when active 
growth is starting is a good time) before using this type of fertilizer. 

If you were foresighted enough to have your soil preparation all com- 
pleted before the rose bushes arrived, then you might follow a program 
like this one: 


I like formal, straight beds for my roses, and I plan them according to 
the number of bushes to be set out. For instance a bed 414 feet wide 
by 20 feet long will hold twenty roses. To prepare the bed I dig out all 
the soil to a depth of 15 or 16 inches. Then, as in the case of planting 
roses in individual holes, I put in a layer over-all of mixed dairy manure 
and peat moss, mixed half and half, to a depth of six inches. If the garden 
soil is heavy clay, I mix it thoroughly, 2 parts garden soil and one part 
woods soil, leaf mold or good top soil before returning it to the bed. If 
you have a compost pile this is the very spot to use it instead of the woods 
soil, but be sure your compost is well rotted. 

The rose bed looks better with a border around it, and this border, when 
made of brick or stone in the form of a low edging or retaining wall, serves 
two additional and useful purposes. It keeps grass from spreading from 
the lawn into the rose bed, and it serves to hold the surface mulch (dis- 
cussed later) from washing away. 


HANDLING BARE ROOT ROSES 


We pack our roses to the very best of our ability and use the most modern 
methods to insure their safe, undamaged arrival in your hands. But this 
packing is at best a temporary protection to keep the plants in good 
condition during shipment. It is not suitable for storage. So, unpack 
your roses on arrival. 

If it is at all possible, plant them at once. There is no spot so good for 
your new plants as Mother Earth herself. 

If a day or two must elapse before you can get the roses planted, then 
unpack the bushes immediately, moisten the roots and cover them en- 
tirely from the air with damp peat or sphagnum moss. Let air reach the 
tops of the plants, but keep them in a coo] place, sheltered from sunlight 
or wind. 

If a week or more must pass before you can plant your roses, then the 
best thing to do is to bury them for the interval. This is a simple but 


effective method of storage. Select a spot that is shaded from the sun 
and dig a trench about 12 to 18 inches deep and as long as the rose bushes 
are high. Remove the wrappings from the plants and lay them flat in 
the trench. Cover immediately with moist soil, making sure that clods 
are broken so the soil filters in well around the roots. If the soil is dry, 
add water, but the trench does not have to be filled with wet, muddy 
water. See that the plants are at least 3 or 4 inches beneath the surface. 
Plant buried in this manner will keep well for a considerable period if the 
weather is not too warm. 

Above all, when handling bare roots plants, be positive that the roots 
are never allowed to dry out. Once this has happened no amount of care 
will restore the plant. 


PLANTING YOUR ROSES 


The rose bushes you receive from us have been pruned back to the 
approximate size best adapted to transplanting. No pruning should be 
done to the roots at all except to remove broken or damaged parts or to 
trim back an exceptionally long root which causes difficulty in planting. 
While your rose bush needs all the roots it has in order to get a good start, 
it is better to cut off that long root than to fold it back or curl it upward 
in the hole. 

The tops of the plants should not be cut back any shorter than 12 to 
14 inches here in the South, and in the case of the more vigorous varieties 
like President Hoover or Buccaneer canes, 14 to 16 inches long are per- 
fectly all right. However, weak or damaged canes should be cut out 
entirely. Prune toa healthy, outward-pointing bud eye. 


Keep the roots moist at all times. A good way to insure this is to 
carry the plants immersed in a bucket of water while planting. 

Now you are ready for the actual planting of the rose bush. Make a 
cone of earth in the center of the hole, sloping it to a 45-degree angle, 
tamping it firm and having the top of the cone about 4 inches below the 
general soil level. Place the center of the root system on top of this cone 
and spread the roots out in their natural position, pressing them firmly 
into the sides of the cone. Be sure the bud union (bulge on understock 
where top is budded on the stock) is at or slightly above the ground level. 
Cover the roots and pack in firmly, filling the hole at first only about 
half full of soil, then watering thoroughly, adding more soil and water- 
ing again until the hole is filled to about 2 inches below the general 
ground level. 

Now make a 2-inch rim of soil around the entire plant at the edge of the 
nearly filled hole, creating a basin about two feet in diameter. Into this 
basin put a mulch 2 to 3 inches deep and composed of a fifty-fifty mix- 
ture of well composted dairy manure and crushed corn cobs or very old 
(8 to 10 years) sawdust. This mulch reduces evaporation, helps control 
weeds, and allows the feeder roots to come up near the surface of the soil 
just below the mulch so that even cold and inactive soils will grow very 
fine rose bushes. The mulch also acts as an insulator against extreme heat 
in summer and cold in winter, protecting the tender and important feeder 
roots. 


Water every day until you feel that the plants are well established. 
Use a soil soaker like our Money Bag Soaker to get the water deep down 
where it will do some good. Do not rely.on a sprinkler to do the job! 


FEEDING YOUR ROSES 


There are plenty of opinions on how and what to feed roses, with pro- 
ponents of fish meal, chemical fertilizer mixtures, bat guano, compost, 
and various manures all ready to be heard. We have our opinion, too. 
The feeding program we like best is a new one. I think that one of the 
greatest steps to more healthy, vigorous and productive plants has been 
accomplished by the development of foliage nutrients. By foliage feeding 
your plant absorbs food much faster and more completely than any other 
way, thereby producing more and better foliage and far more blooms with 
longer and stronger stems. And it makes feeding so much easier than the 
more laborious and messy methods of soil feeding. We recommend the 
use of a proportioner which fastens between your garden hose and water 
faucet and meters the concentrated plant food right into your garden 
hose so that you feed and water in one easy operation. 

The fertilizer we have found most efficient is Golden State Plant Food. 
It can be used either as a foliage food or applied in the regular way to 
soil. We have had several users tell us they have increased their produc- 
tion of blooms by 50% to 75%, with longer and stronger stems just by 
spraying Golden State Plant Food on the foliage every two weeks during 
the growing season.

As a supplement to the Golden State Plant Food, we suggest feeding 3 
times during the blooming period with 144 cup of superphosphate per 
plant. This might be done during the months of April, June and August. 


INSECTS AND DISEASES 


Regular spraying or dusting every week or two during the summer will 
keep your plants healthy and free of both insects and diseases. If you like 
to use spray (which leaves no visible residue on the leaves) then we 
recommend Isotox and Orthocide. If you prefer to use a dust, just one 
product is needed to control both insects and diseases—Ortho Rose Dust. 
A yellowing of leaves on rose plants may be caused by excessive alkalinity, 
resulting in the inability of the plant to absorb food even though ample 
quantities are present. Iron chelates are a new discovered cure for this 
situation, with very rapid correction possible. 


PRUNING YOUR ROSES 


The best time to prune bush roses is during the latter part of February in 
the South. Cut back with sharp, clean, slanted cuts. Climbing roses 
should not be pruned for the first two years, but from the third year on cut 
back all new growth one-third, right after the blooming period. 


DORMANT ROSE CARE 


Just a little attention during the winter will prevent troubles in the spring 
and summer. No elaborate winter protection is needed for roses in the 
southland, but when they go dormant it is desirable to clean up old leaves 
which may carry over disease to the next season, and to spray with lime- 
sulphur, once in January and once in February before the leaves come out
